Also a bit disappointing but not 
surprising was not hearing HCJB. We even put out two new 800 footers aimed at them but we also 
had CJOB 680 only 70 miles away in Winnipeg. It was worth a try and the snow was not too deep 
that direction. No more than a couple of feet. We really have to get some Yanks up here to see what 
real DX is like from the centre of the Great White North.” (Yes, the people in Buffalo often comment 
that you get a little bit of snow in Canada each year! - Jim) 


BACK IN THE U. S., BACK IN THE U. S., BACK IN THE ... RUSSIA 

I came back on Saturday, Dec 8/9, but without seeing my friend ... So I did not get to talk to him 
about a possible DX test on his 150kW Moscow AM, which I heard back on the air. Did find out 
there are FM DXers in Russia; was in Simferopol to check on move of our FM station and was told 
they got two summertime Reception reports, from Moscow and Kiev regions (one with a tape), 
asking for QSLs. Not bad for 1kW FM with circular polarization. However, our 30w translator in 
Yalta is off the air; the equipment gone. Despite no hot water in our hotel, was delighted to be in 
Yalta...the most beautiful spot on earth, possibly only exceeded by French Riviera and/or So. 
Pacific. A lot of LW from my hotel room on $39 radio, and several VOA feeds in English on MW 
band which is full of Turks and other Middleast stations. No bathing for three days until I got back 
to Kiev. In Kiev (after bathing) I visited former KGB jamming site, now the home our our new FM 
and paging (931 MHz) operations, and also the home of two competing FMs (100 MHz and

something in the USW band around 67 MHz) and the Kiev 1485 station; they use a Tesla 7kW 
transmitter into a sloping longwire. Some of the former jamming transmitters still had their 
assigned frequencies marked on them; all told about 30 separate units. About ten are now used for 
RTTY and CW communications. Maybe next time I'll bring R-71 with Palomar or RadioWest loop 
(size being paramount when traveling). Too much electronic stuff and they send you off 
somewhere. Almost couldn't leave Moscow because I brought 931MHz paging oscillator back in 
my luggage (for repairs here--1 don’t trust the staff to replace surface mount PA section parts). [Matt
